WASHINGTON, June 17.—Details of 

the plan for the funding of the war- 
time obligations of foreign nations held 
.by- the United -States are now being 
worked out and negotiations are near- 
ing completion, it was said authorita- 
tively today, following the Cabinet meet- 
. The proposal being considered is to 
have the foreign Governments substitute 
for the promissory notes aggregating 
more than $9,000,000,000 now held by 
this nation long-term bonds bearing an 
interest rate yet to be determined. While 
there is little prospect of such bonds 
- being used to take up Liberty bonds for 
some time, it is believed that this might 
be possible after conditions become 
stabilized in Burope. It also is .con- 
_ widered possible that some of the bonds 
, might be placed successfully on the 
tarket after a period of years.” 

Two definite principles have been 
adopted in considering the funding “op- 
eratiohs. The first is that no part of 
either principal or wnterest shall be 
*“forgiven.’’ The other is that while 
interest accumulated up ‘to the time . the 
funding operation is completed, may be 
spread out in one way or another, in-- 
terest accumulating after -the funding 
operation, or from some fixed date i soon 
thereafter, shall be payable at ‘regular 
sintervals.

Plans for Accumulated Interest. 

The payment of interest which has ac- 
cumulated since the loans were made 
Was one topic of earnest consideration 
and, the conclusion practically accepted 
was that the debtor nations could not 
at once meet this load, which already 
ig in excess of $500,000,000. It is prob- 
able that some manner of handling the 
accumulated interest for the first three 
years without forcing direct payment 
will be reached. 

Two plans have been put forward. One 
would simply addjthe accumulated in- 
terest t6 the p¥incipal of the loans, thus 
making the sums due this-nation greater 
by that amount. .The second was that 
_ the interest payable on the bonds, as 
compared’ with ‘the interest now payable 
on the original promissory notes, be 
raised so that the interest paid on the 
bonds in the years to come would cover 
the interest which had accumulated up 
to the time of the funding operation. 

Under the law the interest on the-loans 
made to the foreign nations was fixed 
by interest which this Goyernment paid 

_ on its Liberty bonds and Victory notes. 
By the plan proposed it is estimated 
that the interest payable on the bonds 
issued to this Government by the foreign 
nations as a result of the’ funding 
process would be increased from one- 
half of 1 per cent. to 1 per cent., thus; 

; it was explained, making such bonds a 
more attractive purchase if later it was 
found practicable to offer them in the 
open market. 

To this program objection has been 
raised by some, due to the fact that 
the interest already accumulated, in- 
stead of being paid into the Govern- 
ment’s. Treasury, would actually go to 
private buyers of the bonds if the bonds 
were sold in the open market.

PARIS, June 17.—The League of Na-

League Assembly. meets in September. 

It may be noted in passing that the 
Council had invited the American Gov- 
ernment to send a representative to the 
meeting to offer its observations, but 
the American Government has not 
availed { of the invitation. 

In a lettér sent by Senhor'da Cunha, 
the Brazilian Ambassador ‘at Paris and 
Chairman of the League Council, to the 
allied Governments, he points out that 
the treaty cedes the territories to be 
mandated to; the allied and associated. 
powers; and the League can approve 
mandate terms only after the allied and 
associated powers have ‘allocated the 
mandates to different powers. There 
being a dispute among the allied and as- 
sociated powers, since the United States 
protests- that it never agreed to the allo- 
cation made by the Allies, the League 
Council requests the allied and asaociat- 
ed powers to get together. . 

It is to be remarked, however, that 
the League Council last December ap- 
proved the mandate terms for the Class 
C mandates, under which heading comes 
tYap Island.

LONDON, June 17.—The British Secret 
‘Servite is likely to furnish the United 
States Government with some very in- 
teresting information about the seizure 
of 495 machine guns by the Hoboken 
police. It was entirely due to their ac- 
tions, THE New York Times learns, 
that an incident unpleasantly like the 
Alabama case has not arisen to ruffle 
relations between the two countries. 

England, it must be remembered, is in 
the political business in quite a large 
way, and consequently takes profes- 
sional interest in anything new in the 
matter of firearms. It heard of General 
J.T. Thompson's invention and realized 
that' he had hit on an excellent idea. 
He seemed to have evolved a weapon 
that might be of great use for the Sinn 
Feiners and other revolutionaries, and it 
therefore follewed his development of it 
with eat interest. It knew of the 
formation of the Auto Ordnance Com- 
pany and the orders it was giving to 
the Colt Company for the manufacture 
of these handy little guns, and 4t even 
succeeded in keeping itself posted on 
countries and individuals who bought 
any of them. Then, as the British au- 
thorities watched the Thompson gun 
idea develop, it occurred to. officials 
that it was really such an excellent arm 
that it might be suitable for the British 
armed forces.

FROM A FRENCH HEART. 


We have all come to discount or 
even discredit official statements con- 


cerning conditions in any . foreign 
country. What Governments say is 
apt to be. colored by a purpose. The 
reader stands on suspicion of propa- 
ganda and misrepresentation. When, 
however, we get an unfeigned expres- 
sion by a private individual who is 


manifestly sincere and without ulterior 
eims we feel the difference. Such a 
veritable cry from the heart of one 
Frenchman may be heard in a letter 
published in the” last issue of The 
Freemah. 

The author is M. Evie Faure. He is 


known in this country at least only as 
an art critic. But he emerges from 
Bis study to utter the feelings which 
must stir many Frenchmen. He seems 
oppressed by a really poignant sense 
that France is grievously misunder- 
stood abroad. It is charged that she 
is. greedy for the spoils of war. The 
fear is expressed that she is keeping 
herself armed in order to. plunge into 
military and imperialistic adventures.: 
And what M..FaureE tries to show is 
that foreigners fail to perceive the 
truth. ‘He reminds us that France 
issued from the. war sadly ravaged and 
weakened. ‘To her the war was one 
long agony, and peace has been ful! of 
disappointments. Ina really moving 
passage he addresses himself -to those 
people in the United States whé are 
disposed to question French motives: 

Do you “Americans not realize that 

our backs are broken? Do you not 
realize that half our-wealth has been 
annihilated? That the, finest part of 
our arable soil. has been rendered 
sterile by rusty iron ot thebattlefields, 
that one million fivé/hundred' thousand 
of our men.are dead, that five hun- 
dred thousand more are paralyzéd or 
crippled. or blind. because France 
barred’ Germany's path to the At- 
lantic? * * * Our imperialism? © Do 
you remember that Assyrian bas-relief, 
that figure of a roaring lioness with 
her’ spinal column broken by an ar- 
-row? Her hind legs dragged behind 
her like a weight. She isnot danger- 
ous. The ‘hunters no longer trémble 
before her. . Most of them mock at-her. 
The cowards strike her wWwith~ their 
feet. The brave oncs turn away their 
eyes.. Who will have the. courage to 
dress her wound or to give her the 
finishing blow? ‘That wounded lioness 
is: France. Doés she complain?’ At 
Verdun, did she complain? 

Such an appeal speaks for itself. 
When we bear in mind that the senti- 
ment of M. .Faurs’s words must vi- 
‘brate in the hearts of many thousands 
of the best men and women of France 
we should certainly think twice before

That was the 
source of tne recent stringency, ; Our 
banks grated an investment rate 
Lelow the market rate for the sake of 
financing the war, and commercial 
borrowers were compelled to pay the 
high rate. Their turn has.come to pay 
the low raie, while our investment 
rate will be higher. This week's Fed- 
eral Reserve statement shows. that 
more than half a billion ‘of investment 
issues, Government. paper, has been 
shifted into commercial paper ‘within 
a year. But the Federal Banks could 
absorb many times that amount of 
domestic commercial paper to be de- 
voted to prcduction for exports. The 
Federal Reserve’s desire to encourage 
foreign investors is evident. The gen- 
eral reduction of the Federal. Reserve 
rate attests readiness to accommedate 
commercial borfowers. It would seem 
that the beginning of the end of the 
deadlock in our commercial markets 
approaches. It is hastened by the 
financial liquidation which makes our 
epeculators so blue. 








FOR SANTO DOMINGO’S WELFARE. 

Late in 1920 President ILSONM took 
the first step in the direction of with- 
drawing the American forces from 


Santo Domingo by authorizing the ap- 


pointment of a native commission to 
co-operate with the American Military 
Governor. It was proper that the next 
step should be taken by President WIL- 


8ON’s successor. ‘Secretary HUGHES 
has issued a proclamation to the peo- 


ple of Santo Domingo announcing that 
their country will be evacuated in eight 
months, after elections have been held 
under. the supervision of the United 
States and a new Government has been 


inaugurated. ‘The further assist- 


ance,’’ it was said, ‘‘ of the Advisory 
‘* Commission, appointed under proc- 
**‘lamation of Dec. 23, 1920, being no* 
‘‘longer required, it is hereby dis- 
‘‘ solved, with the expression of the 
‘‘ grateful appreciation of the Govern- 


“ment of the United States.’’ 


Within one month primary assem- 
blies to choose electors are to be called 
by the Military Governor. These 


electors are to proceed to elect Sen- 
ators and Deputies and to prepare 
lists of Judges. This body is to ratify 
‘‘ all the acts of the. Military Govern- 


ment,”’ validate.a loan to complete 
projected public works, approve of 
necessary extensions of the duties of 
the general receiver of Dominican 


-| customs, and assure the maintenance 


of an efficient Guardia Nacional. 


Whereupon the: Military Governor will 
convene the Congress and assemble the 
Electoral College ‘to elect a President. 
When he takes office ‘‘ the Military 
Government will\cease.”’ 
Santo Domingo will resume posses- 
sion of her Government with reserva- 
tions that are not intended to be per- 
petual, . They. are: .deemed necessary 
for the .preservation of public order) 
the protection of property rights and 
the ‘payment of obligations. The 
American occupatién was not ‘wel-: 
come, and its acts have been criticised 
by. Dominicans, but it should have 
taught an enduring lesson. In the 
nature of things, the United States will 
continue -to be responsible for good 
government in Santo Domingo. 








: THE FEDERATION STEADY. 

That the American Federation, of 
Labor at Denver has turned a cold 
shoulder upen the project to convert 
it into ‘‘ One Big Union,’’ with a view 
to a general strike, indicates a gratlfy- 
ing return to normal.. At Montreal last 
year the railway unions demanded a 
declaration in favor of Government op- 
eration of the railways; and, though 
Mr. Gompsrs fought them, they’ tri- 
umphed by a decisive majority. Of 
late dabor has ceased to be the upper 
dog. Among the ‘radicals the abler 
leaders are for imitating. Brer Rabbit; 
even W. Z. Foster is for lying low.

OSCAR WILDE AND “MR. W. H.”. 

. From the point of view of scholar- 
ship, ‘OSCAR WILDE’ 8. theory about the 
sonnets of SHAKESPEARE had the sav- 
ing grace that he did not himself take 
it seriously. We have it on the author- 
ity of Stuart Mason that, his ‘‘ por- 
trait ’’ of Witt1am Hucues, whom- he 
championed as the much mooted ‘* Mr. 
W. H.,” was a cleyerly premeditated 
fake. The contention that Hucues: 
was a boy actor in SHAKESPEARE’S 
company and the creator of such parts 
as Rosalind, Viola and Beatrice is 
not supported by the slightest evi- 
dence. Just what the piratical pub- 
lisher, THomas. THORP, meant by ded- 
icating the volume ‘‘ to the onlie be- 
getter of these insuing sonnets, Mr. 
W. H.,’’! will probably never be 
known; but the likeliest guess is that 
of Sripney Lee—that he was one WIL- 
LIAM “HALL, a stationer’s assistant, 
‘who was- professionally engaged, 
like THORPE, in securing ‘ copy.’ ”’ 
‘* Begetter ’* would thus nmiean, not 
the.‘‘ inspirer '’ and object of the son- 
nets, but their ‘‘ getter ’’’ or piratical 
procurer—a rendering for which LEE 
argues very plausibly. 

The real inspirer of the s6nnets, as 
is obvious to the most casual reader, 
was a literary patron of the time, and 
probably a nobleman. THOMAS. TYLER 
and others have. plausibly contended 
that ‘‘ Mr. W. H.’’ stood for WILLIAM 
- HERBERT, Earl of Pembroke, to whom 
SHAKESPEARE’S fellow-actors dedicated 
the Folio of 1616. At the date of the 


sonnets, Pembroke had only the cour- 
tesy title of Lord HERBERT; but even 
at that he would scarcely have been 
dubbed. Mister, or even Esquire. 
TYLER identified the *‘ dark lady ’’ of 
the second series in the sonnets as one 
Mistress Mary FITToNn. This lady was 


light enough in character for the part, 
but unfortunately for Mr. TyYLER’s 
ingenious theory two portraits have 
been brought to light which show her 
to have been light in complexion 
also—a decided blonde. The case for 
the Earl of SOUTHAMPTON is by all 
odds the strongest yet presented. He 
was the patron to whom SHAKESPEARE 
at about the date of the sonnets dedi- 
cated ‘‘ Venus and Adonis” and 
‘* Lucrece ’’; and he is known to have 


responded with many _ substantial 
favors. 

Neither W4uLpe’s' saving grace in 
scholarship nor his gracelessness in 
the matter of that portrait was shared 
by a second champion of WILLIAM 
HuGHEs—the eccentric author of 


‘‘Erewhon.’’ Even as a. satirist 
SAMUEL BUTLER was nothing if not 
serious. _Another of his vagaries was 
that the Odyssey—hitherto generally 
aseribed to HomER, with the exception 
of the undergraduate who answered 
that it was written by ‘‘ another man 
of the same name ’’—was written by a 
Sicilian lady of the ancient -world wt.o 
left us her own portrait in the char- 
acter of Nausicaa. BERNARD’ SHAW 
tells of an occasion on which the Fa- 
bian Society, when stumped for a 
speaker, called upon BUTLER to ad- 
dress them. He announced the Odys- 
sey as his subject, and, though only 
five of the members appeared, he read 
on unflinchingly. 
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MESOPOTAMIA. 

It is nearly seven hundred years 
since the, Mongol armies swept over 
Mesopotamia and ruined the irriga- 
tion systems which had made /that 
country prcesperous for some seven 
thousand vears previously; and in 
that time there has apparently been 
no one in Mesopotamia with enough 
energy to restore’ them. That the 
British, if they stay in Mesopotamia, 
will restore them, will repeat the work 
they have done in Egypt, is certain ; 
indeed, raturning travelers report 
that they have already made an ex- 
cellent beginning. But the doings of 
the British administration are not’ 
much to the liking of either’ the 
Mesopotamian native or the British 
taxpayer... J.ast year there were dis- 
orders whica compelled the temporary 
importation of the greater part of the | 
Indian Army. Now Mesopotamia has 
cooled off ard the.garrison can be re. 
duced; also the expense. Mesopotamia 
has been costipg the British Empire 
some $300,600,000 a year. A heavily

Not Less able, of American psy- 

Than Oure, S2aeey snd Aiperican 
combination has been the ease with 
which our smaller cities, and even our 
smaller towns, always have been. able 
to get Federal appropriations big enough 
to build Post Offices as large and fine 
as they needed, and not infrequently 
larger and finer, while New York al- 
ways has been provided grudgingly and 
inadequately with postal facilities. 

The only plausible explanation of this 
phenomenon is the curious antipathy, 
based in part on jealousy of New York’s 
size and in part on resentment of the“ 
undeniable tendency of many New York- 
ers to express commiseration for people 
obliged to live elsewhere, which the rest 
of the country always feels and mani- 
fests as often as opportunity occurs. 
In never letting New. York have as 
many and as large Post Offices and as ‘ 
many letter carriers and clerks as were 
required for the prompt and efficient 
handling of the enormots amount of mail 
matter that:comes here and = goés out 
from here, the rest of the country has 
inconvenienced and injured itself rather 
more than New York, for there is not a 
town in-the United: States that is not 
interested in the maintenance of qhtick 
communication with the American cen- 
tre of business and finance. : 

Realization of this fact, or at least an 
approach to it, is indicated by the pres- 
ence here at last of a joint Congres- 
sional Committee on Postal Service and 
the. evident intention of its members 
not-only to find out the exact, situation 
as to’ our. postal facilities; but to rec- 
ommend the improvement of them. .

Man Will Be Settled ina 
Satisfactory Manner. —

Prospects of dissatisfaction over the 
selection of a referee interfering with the 
world’s heavyweight championship bat- 
tle between Champion Jack Dmpsey and 
Georges Carpentier were not accorded 
serious consideration yesterday by Pro- 
moter Tex Riekard. Immersed in the 
task of personally superintending the 
work on his immense swimming pool in 
Madison Square Garden, Rickard was 
preoccupied for the greater part of the 
day and had little time for reverie on 
his boxing enterprise. When interrogat- 
ed on the seriousness of the referee situ- 
ation, the promote? declared it the least 
of his worries. : 

‘‘I’ve become so accustomed to such 
situations that I refuse to take ‘them 
seriously,’’ said Rickard. ‘‘The way I 
look at the present situation, it is just 
a before-the-battle condition which is 
religiously associated with all important 


boxing houts. There must be a certan 
amount of opposition manifested when 
the referee question comes up, and then 
the objections suddenly disappear and 
things are all right again. I think the 
referee to.this bout will be satisfactory 
to all concerned, an official who meas- 
ures up to the importance of the bout, 
and a man who is conversant with the 
rules and capable of enforcing th fair- 
ly and fearlessly. The principals are en- 
titled. to that much consideration and 
that is all they ask.” 

A meeting is scheduled for Monday af- 
ternoon, in Jersey City, when the ques- 
tion probably will be satisfactorily set- 
tled. It was expected that the {dentity 
of the referee would be announced last 
Thursday, but other business matters 
prevented the attendance of Rickard and 
the meeting was postponed. Rickard 
plans ‘to attend Monday’s meeting and 
is confident the situation will be cleared. 
It is probable, also, that Jack Kearns, 
Dempsey’s manager, and Francois 
Descamps, manager of Carpentier, will 
attend the forthcoming meeting. 

The Hurley law, governing boxing in 
New Jersey, invests the Commission 
with power to select referees for bouts 
conducted under its jurisdiction, as the 
Walker law does in this State. In view 
of the statement credited to Chairman 
Robert H. Doherty, in an adress st 
Hackensack, {t is obvious that the New 
Jersey Boxing Commission plans to ex- 
ercise this prerogative, regardless of the 
covenants of the contract signed by the 
principals, their managers and Promoter 
Rickard. Chairman Doherty is reported 
to have threatened to prohibit the bout 
if the Commission is not. permitted to 
exercise its a ority in selecting a ref- 
eree. It is understood that Harry Drtle 
of Jersey City has been selected and an- 
nouncement of his appointment is wait- 
ing on the indorsement of the parties to 
the contract for the bout. 

Manager Kearns, on behalf of the 
champion, is desirous of selecting the 
arbiter from among the six eligibles 
named in the contract. These include 
Robert Edgren, James J. Jeffries, James 
_F. Daugherty, James J. Corbett, Otto 
Floto and Bill Brown. ‘The contract 
clause, however, conflicts with the New 
Jersey law. Promoter Rickard has 
agreed that the law supersedes the con- 
tract. This, together with the evident 
‘intention of the Commission to enforce 
an observance of the law, and the 
amount of forfeiture involved if the bout 
{is prohibited omnes objections to the 
Commission’s selection, is expected to 
produce an amicable 
problem Monday afternoon. ,

CARPENTIER ENJOYS. 
A DAY OF IDLENESS 


Challenger Aided by Elements 
in Desire for Privacy-—Cuts 
His Work Program. 


Georges Carpentier enjoyéd a day of 
complete,’ uninterrupted rest yesterday 
at his.camp at Manhasset, L. I. The 
pretender to the throne occupied by 
Jack Dempsey, world’s heavyweight 
champion, was blessed by the elements 
in his desire for privacy and the serenity 
of the old Matthews Farm on the North 
Hempstead Turnpike was _ unmolested 
through the day. The collection of autp-. 
mobiles in front of the farm property 
was conspicuous by its absence, as was 
also the gathering of ‘the curious at the 
front gate. And George spent’ the 
greater part of his day in his room, in- 
tently reading the contents of news- 
papers. Incidentally Carpentier can 
speak English fluently and he reads it 


better than he talks. 

Carpentier’s activities were confined to 
a restricted road session in the morning 
and a short spasm of gymnasium work 
in the afternoon. The combined exer- 
cise was spread out over about an hour 
and a half. It was drizzling in the morn- 
ing when Carpentier went for a walk 
and the threat: of crag 4 rain forced the 
challenger back to the farm before com- 
‘pleting five miles. In the afternoon the 
uncomfortable atmosphere of the indoor 
gymnasium discouraged. serious work 
and after about half an hour of exer- 
cise the challenger repaired: td®the pro- 
tection of the house. ; 

Manager Francois Descamps took ad- 
vantage of the lull in training to visit 
the city and conshit with Promoter Tex 
Rickard. Descamps was accompanied 
by Captain J. H.. Mallet, as interpreter. 
It is understood the discussion concerned 
the progress of the challenger’s training 
and tickets for a party of Kuropean ad- 
mirers who are maki the ocean jour- 
ney to witness the battle on the after- 
noon of July 2, 

Carpentier plans a heavy work ses- 
sion today if the weather gods. smile, 
and tomorrow he will rest in preparation 
for another stiff training day Monday, 
when he will spar. 

It developed yesterday that the camp 
is enshrouded in an atmosphere of rules 
and regulations only excelled by the 
strict discipline of military life. The 
activities of everybody identified with 
the farm are carefully tabulated and 
checked. According to Trainer Gus 
Wilson certain. fours have been set 
aside for work.and play and no mem- 
ber of the Carpentier training ‘‘ fam- 
ily ''’ is permitted to leave the place 
without special permission. All mem- 
pers of the challenger’s entourage are 
obliged to keep harmonious hours, from 
the challenger down to Battling Marcot, 
the versatile chéf. These restrictions are 
necessary, according to Trainer ‘Wilson, 
because of the fact that Carpentier plans 
a@ great deal of secret training during 
the rest of his oy life. 

. Charley Ledoux, French bantamweight, 
who is journeying to America now, is 
expected to join the camp next week, 
and will start working with Carpentier 
immediately upon his arrival. _ Addi- 
tional sparring partners are expected at 
the camp Monday, in time for the news- 
paper.men’s workout. | 

. Manager Descamps has received word 
that his aged mother, who was taken 
prisoner in 1914 by the Germans and 


the period of the war, had died as a 
consequence of her experiences. Des- 
camps cabled to France ordering that a 
heavy blanket of flowers be placed upon 
his mother’s grave.

‘*Not confident, but quite hopeful,’’ 
and in that spirit the Americans will 
enter the contest.

However, there has been no .rain here 
for weeks and London has had for the 
last few days a real hot spell.

There will also 
be a parade of ponies before the match 
actually starts. Then in the evening 
the club. will give a dance for its mem- 
bers. It is expected that 1,200 le 
will lunch at the club before: the 
begins, and 5,000 will stop for tea 
rward.

May Be Last Series for 5 Years. . 


-Special interest attaches to the present 
series from the fact that it may be the 
last for five years. The recommenda- 
tion has been made that whichever side 


wins the cup no challenge for it shall 
be entered until 1926, e reason for 
this is that it is contended that some 
limitation of the international matches 
is in the best interest of the game itself, 
In polo as much depends upon the po- 
nies as upon the players, and ‘for a 
really strenuous match each vlever must 
have four first-class mounts. Naturally, 
not thany of those men qualified to play 
in international matches can own their 
own ponies. They are obliged to bo 
from their friends and this means that 
during their period of practice the’ gen- 
eral pon hye of polo is interfered with. 
The t of the ponies in the kingdom 
are in ‘training for the great event and 
average players find themselves put off 
with inferior animals, even if they own 
mounts of unimpeachable speed and 
skill. 

So international polo has an effect on 
the game quite different from that which 
other international. contests have on 
their kinds of sport, and it is quite likely 
that a limiting agreement will be 
reached. It has not, however, been 
concluded yet. , .

Certain brokerage houses in Wall 
Street which ‘advertise themselves .as 
being ‘‘ dealers in investment securi- 
tles’’ have -been'‘ indulging in sharp 
practices recently in the matter of mak- 
fng payments of securities delivered to 


them by Stock Exchange houses. The 
matter has reached a point where the 
Association of Stock Exchange Firms 
has addressed a letter to its members 
warning them as to their dealings with 
such houses. No names have been men- 
tioned, as far as could be learned yes- 


ay. 

According. to the information obtained 
these ‘‘ investment dealers,’’ upon the 
delivery of securities, have been making 
payments partly in cash and partly by 
drafts. en these drafts were pre- 
sented for collection various excuses 
have been made, with promises of pay- 
ment within a few days. 

It was pointed out yesterday that not 
a few Stock Exchange houses have been 
subjected to no small amount of trouble 
and expense in endeavoring to make 
collections, and the association calls at- 
tention to thé fact that the ‘strictest 
care must be exercised‘in the delivery 
of securities to houses of unknown repu- 
tation.

The ratio of wages to gperat- 
ing expenses he showed to be 57.7 per 
eent. in October, 1919,. rising to 68.4 per 
cent. in February, 1921.

It was charged that the defendant’s 
tax return showed his taxable income 
for 1915 was $154,779.91, that the tax 
paid by him was only $3,741.20, and that 
no mention had been made of the 
$500;000 on which a tax also was due.

‘‘ Universal military training doubt- 
lessly would be the greatest help,’’ said 
General Pershing, ‘‘ but at-the present 
time this seems to be out of the ques- 
tion.’ As a matter of fact, I do not 
know whether it will ever be possible.
